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_l. The eity of Chita (52-03, 113-308), Chita Oblast, was built in approximately 
the 18th Century. Tho central part of the city was built in accordance with 
a plan, with parallel streets, but the outskirts grew up without a plan. The 
eity has developed in an irrogular manner, The central street is wide and 
covered with asphalt. The other streets aro generally irregular, twisted, 
amd crooked, Only the contral strect is illuminated with electricity. The 
other streots are not lighted at all. A few of the street markers are 15 x 
35 en., blue metal plates with white lettering, Most of the mariors are 
white motal plates, 15 x 35 om., with black lettering, On ona side of a 
street the numbers are odd and on tha other side they are even. 


2, The hones are one story, with three or four rooms, Government buildings and 
hotels are two~ or three-story, Iouses are built of wood; government buildings 
are mud bricks and concrete, Wood, iron, sheet iron, and tile are used for 
roofing. Conerete buildings aro painted whito and yellew, mul brick buildings 
are painted red, and wooden butidings are painted white.

6. There are two civilinn airficlds in the vicinity of Chite. The Kadala 
civil airvield is 18 Im southwest of the city. Tho other civil sirficld is 
12 Im north of tho city. Chita military field is on the immedinte northor:z 
edge of the city. Headquarters of the Soviet 12th Air Arny is at this field. 
The civilian airline flies rocular passenger flights botweon Moscow and

Soldiers 
in uniform are required to pay bus fares. Taxis cost four or five rubles 


per porson,

workers, although thinks thero are no large factories in tom. Prices are 


fixed in Chita Oblast. Thero is a black market but the rovernment fiphtsa the 
Speculators; when a speculator is arrested, he is sent toa camp. In Chita 
Oblast thore are no fruits such as upples, pears, grapes, otc. On the other 
hand, there are groat quantities of potatoes and meat. Workers are free to 
look for employment. They work 3 hours per day. Medical care for beagle 

is free. When o person is late for work, a workers’ jury assesses 259 of 

hie salary for six months for the first offonse, 50% the second time, and 

the third tine he is sent to a camp whore he must york without pay.

Recent propaganda has emphasized 
inerease in production and tho fight against anti-Commmist notions, All 
childron reaching the age of 16 years recoive an invitation to join the 
Komsomol, The Assembly of the Komsomol studies tho epplications, Komsomoi 
members also aro required to five three percent of thoir salarics as dues,

numerous. Decause the price is high (550 to 2,200 rublos), the avoragze person 
is not able to buy 2 radio. The people ars able to hear Russian preoparanda 
broadcasts through loudspeakers. Cables for these broadcasts run in front 

of the houses and attachments ean be made. During the war, all radio recoivers 
were collected by the government. After the war, permission was opein granted 
to have receivors, Rarely, sone individuals have private roceivers, Tho 
purchase of radio oquipment is pormitted and no documents aro required. There 
are people vho listen to European stations, There is no law against and no 
control measures have beon taken to prevent listening to foreipm broadcasts,

4 porson coming toe Chita would heve difficulty in finding a room because 
there are not enough hotels. An acceptable reason for heing in the city 
would bo that a person was passing through Chita enroute to the neip¢hboring 
towns, stich as Maijakovka (16 lo WE) and Darasun (70 kn WE). Thore ero two 
hotels in town, shown on the map as Ho. 31, They charge 7 to 10 rubles per 
day. 


In the local hospital, the residents of the city can receive medical atten’:ion, 
Doctor's examination and medicines are without chargs. Only medicines obtained 


at rmacies are paid for, Thera is a eometery at Chita I 
There is no crematory, 


There are three cinemas, which are also used as dramatic theaters. Ono is 
called "Konsomolete," another "Zabedkalets.” Tho "Komsomolete" is a 
children's theater whore films are show for two days. In the "Zabailmleta" 
there ars tvo salons; at the same time, tvo different fiins are shown, 
There is only one salon in tho third cinom. Soviet films only are shown 
as arule, Several times American films have been shown but they wore 
anti-American in tone. Only recontly permission has been given to showy 
these films. The voice 1s English and there aro Russian subtitles. The 
most popular sport is football. The football ficld is stom as Wo. 4 on 
the attached plan and the perk is No. 14.
